WASHINGTON (AP) - The Mexican- 


based machines that produce illegal 
amphetamines and the persons accused 
of peddling the pills in this country were 
captives or targets today of a blitzkrieg 
by federal narcotics agents. 


Indictments returned by federal grand 


juries in 10 U.S. cities were opened at 
12:01 a.m. EOT, the Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DBA) said. They named 
125 suspects — most described as mid- 
dleclass and in their 20s. 


By 4 a.m. EOT today, 97 persons had 


been arrested in the United States and 25 
in Mexico, an agent at the command cen- 
ter here said. More were expected in 
custody by later in the day. 


Mexican authorities had no comment 


on their role in the probe. 


"We're going to take out all the major 


people involved in this conspiracy," a 
DEA spokesman said, reiterating agency 
descriptions of the operation as the I 
largest ever undertaken by federal drug } 
agents and a crushing blow to illegal j 
amphetamine traffic. 


An hour after the indictments were \ 


opened, the spokesman said 61 men and j 
women were in custody, including about !• 
20 arrested in and near Milwaukee j 
Tuesday and several seized earlier in j 
Mexican cities.

Richard M. Nixon's family says the 
former President 
is "in a deep ; 


depression" which was not lifted by the 
full, presidential pardon he received. 


In addition, Nixon was said to be in 


physical pain from a phlebitis condition 
that had publicly been described as 
resolved last July. 


This family member said that Mrs. 


Nixon and other relatives are worried 
about the condition of the ex-president. 


The family member sought out a 


telephone interview on Tuesday night 
saying that "this is something someone 
should talk about," but asked not to be 
identified by name.

More Criticism 
Of Pardon Plans 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For the second 


time this week, the issue of presidential 
pardon for Watergate has sent waves of 
criticism crashing over Gerald R. Ford's 
White House. 


Ford on Tuesday authorized a 


spokesman to announce that 
the 


President was considering pardons tor 
everyone connected with the Watergate 
scandal. 


The resulting adverse reaction froim 


Congress exceeded in intensity 
the 


largely negative response that greeted 
Ford's pardon on Sunday of former 
President Richard M. Nixon. Some 
public figures who had supported Ijhe 
Nixon pardon declined to comment on uhe 
news that Ford now was ponderiing 
blanket pardons. 


"I hope this will get no further than a 


study," said Senate Democratic Whip 
Robert C. Byrd of West Virginia. "Mak- 
ing a second mistake won't help matters. 
Pardoning all those connected with 
Watergate would complete the cover-up 
of the cover-up." 


Senate Rpublican Whip Robert P. 


Griffin of Michigan begged off comment, 
saying: "Let me think for a whilie...." 
Sen. Hugh Scott of Pennsylvaniai,j the 
Senate Republican leader, declined 
comment, as did California Gov. R;onald 
Reagan. All three had previously voiced 
their support for the Nixon pardon. 


Former Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richard- 


son, however, saw a logical connection 
between the Nixon pardon and Ford's an- 
nouncement that he was studying par- 
dons for others.

"IN MY OPINION there 


needs to be some doctor to take 
the emergencies. We can do it 
either of two ways, I have to 
look into the financing of this. 
We can tax the people and let 
them pay for it or we can get a 
volunteer situation from the 
physicians or we may have a 
fee schedule for the use of the 
hospital," Judge Dunn said. 


DR. MCNALLY pointed out 


that last year there were 10,000 
emergency room visits, noting 
that everyone in Corsicana 
comes to the emergency room 
every 
other 
year 
on an 


average. "We don't have that 
many emergency cases. The 
idea of the emergency room 
being a convenient thing has to 
be considered and I realize that 
they want something done. But 
there are no 200 emergency 
cases one week's average. Most 
of these people who come to the 
emergency room mistreat the 
emergency room concept," Dr. 


McNally said. 


Dr. McNally also pointed out 


that the most of the care 
received in the emergency 
room is superior. 


"You 
should 
see 
the 


Parkland Hospital emergency 
room and see the warfare that 
goes on there," he said. 


DR. MIDDLETON pointed 


out that there are times when 
only a few patients are received 
in the emergency and at other 
times there may be 15 or 20 
patients waiting to be seen at 
one tune. 


Dr. Campbell said, "The 


people that gripe are the people 
who come out here not really 
expecting to pay." "The people 
who really cannot pay ... are 
not as hardened . . . They are 
understanding and they realize 
how busy you are," he said. 


"It's the people who could 


pay but don't intend to pay who 
come out here and want this 
instant service for the sore they 
have had for weeks," Dr. 
Campbell said. 


DR. 
LOUIS 
GIBSON, 


chairman of the emergency 
room 
expansion 
project, 


pointed out that the community 
is short of physicians, but also 
pointed out that if there is no 
space for doctors to work 
getting more doctors would be 
pointless. 


He reported that as more 


doctors come in, a greater 
demand will be made on 
hospital beds for patients. 


He reported that the hospital 


is also short of bed space. 


IN CITING A need for a 


larger emergency facility he 
pointed out that as more 
demands are made on hospital 
bed space, the more important 
it becomes to have an adequate 
emergency facility to handle 
the out-patient load. 


Dr. Gibson also pointed out 


that there are only seven 
physicians engaged in family 
practice and that the others are 
specialists. 


"WE ARE IN THE process of 


signing what is termed an 
affiliation agreement between 
the Medical 
Arts 
Clinic 


Association and the University 
of Texas Southwestern Medical 
School. When this is con- 
summated that would then give 
the hospital and the clinic the 
use of the total medical school 
facilities," he said. 


He reported that the program

nies, you would really make 
money by melting them down 
although this would give the 
coin collectors the shakes. 


These pennies were almost as 


large as dollars and were not 
minted 
smaller 
until 
1856. 


There also was a two-cent piece 
of bronze and a three-cent 
piece of nickel. A half cent coin 
was issued. 


Coins, like bills, are simply 


tokens. The only time in the 


United States that the metal in 
money was worth more than 
the face value was in the North 
in the Civil War. Goodness 
knows how much good metal 
would have been in Confederate 
paper money which became 
worthless long before Appomat- 
tox. 


Coins other 
than pennies 


largely are made now of a cop- 
per alloy although some still in 
circulation are of silver or a 
sandwich of copper covered 
with silver. 


The quarters being minted 


now, 
for instance, have a met- 


allic value of 1.7 cents 
only 


twice as valuable as a penny. 
But the silver quarters minted 
until 1965 are worth $1.04. 


A silver dime once had 41.6 


cents of metal but after 1965 
they became copper, worth sev- 
en tenths of a cent. 


The silver half dollar, minted 


until 1966, has $2.08 in metal. 
The silver-clad half is worth 87 
cents. A copper half dollar, 
made since 1971, is hardly 
worth carrying around. Its met- 
al is valued at 3.4 cents.

Beef Standards 
May Be Lowered 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


American 
Consumers 
could 


have leaner beef at lower cost 
under a regrading plan an- 
nounced by the Agriculture De- 
partment. 


The department unveiled pro- 


posed new rules Tuesday that 
would reduce the fat content re- 
quired for the higher grades of 
beef. 


The effect would be to in- 


crease by up to 20 per cent the 
amount of beef that would qual- 
ify as "choice," the grade most 
commonly 
sold 
at 
super- 


markets. 


The primary aim of the new 


rules, which are subject to revi- 
sion before taking effect in De- 
cember, is to ensure greater 
uniformity within the grading 
system, the department said, 
experienced taste panel would 
be able to pick up the differ- 
ence" after the change, said 
USDA Livestock Director John 
C. Pierce. Steak and ham- 
burger may be a bit less juicy 
but would probably be more nu- 
tritious because of less fat.

Next Decade May See Too Many Medical Doctors, Governors Told 


AUSTIN, To;;. ( A P ) - There 


may be too many medical doc- 
tors in the United States by the 
1980s, says Dr. Clark Kerr, 
whose foundation council once 
warned of a doctor's shortage. 


Kerr, 63, former president of 


the University of California 
whose discipline is economics, 
spoke to the 40th annual South- 
ern Governors' Conference on 
Tuesday. He appeared in his 
capacity as chairman of the 
Carnegie Council on Policy 
Studies in Higher Education. 


Speaking of council studies 


which began in the late 1960's, 
Kerr said in an interview, "We 
recommended a 50 per cent in- 


crease in output of doctors, 
which was shocking to the AMA 


i American 
Medical Associ- 


ation). 


"But since we were the first 


group to recommend a major 
increase, we have a moral obli- 
gation to say it may be going 
too far. There are some in- 
dications that it is." 


To the governors, Kerr also 


sounded warnings about im- 
pending 
crises 
in 
otber 


branches of higher education 
besides medical training. 


He . said higher education 


weathered students unrest of 
the 1960s but faces problems as 
enrollments 
stabilize 
after 


steadily increasing since Har- 
vard was founded in 1636. 


"Some institutions will not 


survive," he said. 


About tbc possible surplus of 


medical doctors, Kerr said, 
"We clearly have too many 
surgeons in the United States 
and too much surgery as a con- 
sequence." 


What if there is a surplus in 


other medical areas? 


"Aside from the cost of train- 


ing of doctors, to what extent 
then do you have doctors over- 
treating—doing more than nec- 
essary? They'll do marginal 
things," said Kerr. 


Why does he and the council 


feel there may be a surplus? 


"The over-response is build- 


ing now," said Kerr, referring 
to the reaction by the nation to 
a shortage of doctors. 


Kerr said the council urged 


in 1969 that nine new medical 
schools were needed to combat 
the shortage; however, "since 
then, 12 have been started. 


"Others are being planned 


and that's what concerns us," 
he said. 


He mentioned the doctors' sit- 


uation briefly in a summary of 
all high education, but gover- 
nors were concerned because, 
as Gov. Arch A. Moore of West 
Virginia, said, there still is a 


shortage of physicians in rural 
areas. 


Kerr agreed there is "a mal- 


distribution" of medical doctors 
but he said the Carnegie coun- 
cil proposes area health educa- 
tion 
centers 
outside urban 


areas with medical schools and 
research facilities. Such centers 
might encourage doctors to 
practice 
in 
less populated 


areas, he said. 


The centers, Kerr envisonecl, 


would be satellites which would 
work with community colleges 
to train nurses and other para- 
medics, be linked with medical 
schools so that medical doctors 
could update their education 


and have consultation on diffi- 
cult cases and allow interns to 
work and graduates to have 
their residencies in an outlying 
community. 


Now, 
"most doctors go into 


practice where they had their 
residency," said Kerr, meaning 
the areas in which medical 
school graduates entered the 
profession by their required at- 
tachment to a hospital. 


Kerr said the possible surplus 


of doctors may follow a trend 
in the academic environment in 
which "too many 
Ph.D's" 


emerged from the 1960's when 
universities expanded with a 
large dose of federal help. 


"In the IMO's. alr.i nst no col- 


lege professors w i l i 
l>r hired," 


he said. At least twn 
factors ;ip- 


ply, one being the ov < 
academic doctors i; 
grees in the 1960's ; i 
er being the decrr asetl mvil 
due to stabilizing e:r rollmenl.

A third-hand allegation, sup- 


posedly based on eyewitness 
accounts, is to the effect that a 
Texas Ranger rushed in, kicked 
the helmets from fallen in- 
mates, Fred Gomez Carrasco 
and Rodolfo Dominguez and 
shot them in the head at close 
range. 


"Between 
the 
overturned 


shield and where we were lay- 


ing, 
there was a rail, a big 


thick brass rail; in fact, there 
were two of them. The rangers 
were on the other side of that 
rail. As soon as the shield was 
overturned, I had been laying 
on Dominguez and I knew he 
was alive underneath me. I felt 
his arm move, and I figured it 
was his gun that he was getting 
ready," Father O'Brien said. 


"And as I rolled off of him, I 


pointed to him, and he was shot 
at that time. Now, I did not see 
him shot, because he was be- 
hind me, and the same officer 
called for Carrasco, and I 
pointed the other way where 
Carrasco was, and I heard an- 
other shot. Now, if they kicked 


off those helmets from that po- 
sition, they had the longest legs 
in the world." 


He said the first shots were 


fired from inside the shield 
Carrasco and his two accom- 
plices had fashioned for their 
escape attempt. 


"The woman next to me was 


shot four times in the back, and 
the gun was so tight in her 
back that the kick of the gun 
ripped her skin—that was in 
the autopsy," the Roman Cath- 
olic priest said. 


The killing began, he said, as 


soon as prison guards and law 
enforcement officers turned a 
fire hose on the shield. 


He said the shield was turned 


over by H combination of water 
pressure from the hose and by 
a strong push from a ladder 
that was extended from a din- 
ing hall window. 


Father O'Brien said he was 


convinced one of the escaping 
inmates shot him. 


"There was a brick wall to 


my left, and between that was 
one of the escapees; well, I was 
shot from the left side. It had 
to be that's where it came 
from," he said. 


Father O'Brien was shot 


through the left arm. A bullet 
entered his lungs. He said sev- 
en fragments remain embedded 


his back, since "they required 
too niuf.'h surgery ... ;uul they 
are not doing me any harm as 
yet."

voiced, he said he would return 
to full-time duty in the prison 
chapel Thursday. He called the 
Carrasco affair "a freak thing.

the Heart of Texas COG, Waco, 
has made it possible for both the 
Corsicana Police Department 
and Navarro County Sheriff's 
Department to enhance its 
already modern radio com- 
munication capabilities. 


Grant funds have provided 11 


walkie talkie radios for Sheriff 
Jerry Shelton and five to Chief 
Don 
Massey 
along 
with 


"scanners" for the police radios 
in 
all 
sheriff 
and 
police 


department vehicles. Of his 
apportionment of the mobile 
radio units, which officers can 
carry by hand or attached to 
their clothing, Sheriff Shelton 
has given five to the contingent 
of Texas Highway Patrol of- 
ficers assigned here under the 
command of Sgt. J.F. Scott, 
sub-district commander. Chief 
Massey has kept three walkie 
talkies for regular officers, 
assigning two to the use of 
Corsicana Police Reserves.

President Ford has signed the 


Public Works Appropriations 
Bill 
which included 
some 


$20,000,000 for water resource 
projects in the Trinity River 
Basin. 


The bill calls for construction 


to begin on two new flood 
control and water supply lakes 
in the Trinity basin during 
Fiscal Year 1975. Some $3- 
million was allocated for the 
initial construction phases of 
Aubrey Reservoir which will be 
built near Denton. Aubrey Lake 
will serve as a water supply 
source for the Cities of Dallas 
and Denton and will improve 
the flood control measures 
along the Elm Fork of the 
Trinity River. 


Some $2.5-million was ear- 


marked to begin construction of 
Lakeview Lake. Lakeview will 
be built in Dallas, Tarrant and 
Ellis Counties to provide flood 
control in the Mountain Creek 
watershed and along the main 
stem of the Trinity River. It will 
also serve as a water supply 
source to the area. 


The 
appropriations 
come 


after more than 125 residents 
from the 
17-county 
Trinity 


River 
Basin 
traveled 
to 


Washington hi April to testify 
before committees of the House 
of Representatives and Senate 
on the need for the water 
resource projects. 


Also included in the bill was 


$650,000 to continue the design 
of the flood control measures 
included in the comprehensive 
Trinity River Project. Most of 


the funds will be used to com- 
plete the planning of Tennessee 
Colony Lake which is slated to 
be built in Freestone, Anderson, 
Henderson 
and 
Navarro 


Counties. 
Tennessee Colony 


Lake is the keystone to the flood 
control measures in the mid and 
lower river basin areas. 


Other appropriations in the 


bill include some $5.4 million to 
continue construction of the 
Lavon 
Lake 
enlargement, 


$64,000 to study flood control 
measures along Johnson creek 
in Arlington, and $170,000 for 


operation and maintenance of 
the navigation channel on the 
Trinity River to Liberty. 


There were no funds included 


for 
the Wallisville 
Project 


which has been halted by a 
Federal Court injunction. The 
House of Representatives, 
in 


writing the Appropriations Bill, 
expressed strong support for 
Wallisville and its eventual 
completion. A Federal Appeals 
Court decision last month has 
heightened hopes that con- 
struction on the project will 
resume shortly.
